PARLIAMENTARY OUT- 
RAGE. 



In other parliaments the Speaker is 
appointed becauso he possesses certain 
qualifications which fit him to occupy 
tho responsible position — such as^ a 
knowledge of rules of order and parlia- 
mentary 'practice and a gentlemanly 
sense of impartiality in administering 
the laws that govern debate and pro- 
cedure in the Houso. The utter lack 
of every essential qualification of Mr. 
Speaker Williams has time and again 
been demonstrated, but never in a 
mora striking manner, nor in a way 
more deserving of tho severest censure, 
than on the occasion of tin outrageous 
proceedings consequent on the motion 
of the Leader of the Opposition to repeal 
the 25 per cent, tax on delinquents. 
It was a subject of wonder at tho timo 
of his election to the Speakership as to 
Mr. Walkem's reason for placing him 
in that position. Tho secret is now 
revealed, the object apparent. It was 
understood ho would be a willing tool, 
ready at any time to do the bidding of 
his master, the Premier, even to tho 
extent of prostituting in the most 
shameful manner the authority vested 
in him. Wo refer our readers to tho 
proceedings in the House on Wednes 
day and Thursday. There was a 
minority on the one hand striving to 
do their duty in tho interest of those 
they represent, and in order to accom- 
plish their object they claimed tho 
privilege conceded to them by every 
parliamentary and constitutional autho- 
rity, that of moving to reduce an 
obnoxious tax. On the other hand 
there was tho Government majority, 
who, instead of meeting them on fair 
ground and defending their position 
like honest, earnest men, believing 
themselves right in principle, and fear- 
lessly vindicating by voice and vote 
their opinion that the tax should not 
be repealed — resorted to that trick- 
ery at which they have on many a 
former occasion proved themselves to 
be adepts. They shirked the question 
at issue by raising a point of order, 
which, the minority showed by indubit- 
able proof, rested on a foundation as 
baseless as the fabric of a dream. 
What of that? Did the Government 
attempt to show the point was well 
taken 1 Not a bit ! They knew a 
trick worth two of that Did they not 
possess a brigado of supporters, whose 
heads would rise as mechanically as 
those of so many puppets with wire at- 
tached and worked by the hand of an 
experienced showman? Did they not — 
better still — have a leader who with 
unblushing assurance could dictate to 
Mr. Speaker as to how he should rule ? 
And — best of all — did they not have 
a Speaker who would submit to be 
dictated to, and would rule in favor of 
his master even to tho extent of violat- 
ing the first principles of parliamentary 
government and the chiefest privilege 
of the representatives of tho people? 
What if by so doing he proved himself 
lost to every feeling of seif-respect, and 
dead to every consideration of duty] 
He had tided his master and his 
masters' followers over a quicksand of 
danger, and the end must justify tho 
meanB however foul. 

CANADIAN INLAND REVENUE, 
1877-1S7S. 



The report of the Inland Revenue 
Department for 1877-78 shows the 
revenue for the year to be as follows: 
Excise, $4,888,070; Public Works, 
$507,132; culling timber, 856,489; bill 
stamps, $200,G14; weights and mea- 
sures, gas and law stamps, $33,405; 
total, §5,(585,710 — a decrease as com- 
pared with the previous year of $143,- 
444, or nearly 2k. per cent. The de- 
crease has been general over all branches 
of the inland revenue. The excise 
revenue shows a falling off of 862,000, 
the principle decrease being in tobacco, 
the revenue, of which in 1877 was $1,- 
630,000 and in 1877 $1,581,000, and 
in petroleum, which yielded $235,329 
in 1877, and in consequence of the re- 
peal of duty only $6,469 in 1878. The 
quantity of spirits taken for .consump- 
tion during the past fiscal year was 
greater by 65.533 gallons, or 12 2-10 
per cent, than the quamtity takeh in 
1876-7, which was, however, less than 
the quantity taken in either of the four 
previous years. During the year 47 il- 
licit stills were seized, from which fact 
it may be assumed that this traffic has 
been a serious loss to the revenue. The 
quantity of spirits exported was $164,- 
360 proof gallons, an increase of 16,- 
874 over the average of the four pre- 
ceding years. The quantity of malt 
manufactured was moro than the quan- 
tity manufoctured in the previous year 
by 8,993,995 lbs., while tho quantity 
taken for consumption was 2,343, 9G4 
lbs. less ; The figures show that there 
has been a steady decline in the quan- 
tity of malt used during the past five 
years. The quantity exported was 
7,573,000 lbs. in excess of the previous 
year. Of tho quantity used 25,- 
180,000 lbs. were used in the 
manufacture of malt liquor and 
2,868,260 lbs. in distilling. The 
production of manufactured tobac- 
co has been 7,940,192 lbs. or 1,051,418 
lbs. less than in the previous year, but 
the quantity taken for consumption 
has been 295,135 lbs. less than in 
1876-7. Thero has been a steady de- 
cline in the amount of Canadian raw 
beef taken for consumption from 1873-4, 
when it was 113,797 to 1877-8, when 
it amounted to only the nominal quan- 
tity of 3,700 lbs. The consumption of 
cigars in 1877 was 417,703 lbs., and in 
1878 496,860 lbs., or an increase of 
about 18.95 per cent., of which 3.28 
per cent is on imported cigars, and 
15.67 on those of Canadian manufac- 
ture. The effect of the depression of 
trade is shown in a decrease of rovenuo 
from Public Works, including' canal 



slides and booms, of over $40,000.. De- 
creases aro also apparent in tho other 
Departments of Inland Revenue. The 
usual detailed statements aro appended 
to tho report, and special supplemental 
reports aro promised on the system of 
weights and measures, and on tho pre- 
vention of adulteration of food. 



THE JUNIOR AS A PROPHET. 



The junior member for Victoria City 
— Mr. Williams— is looming up in tho 
Houso as a prophet. This member 
would seem to imagine that ho possesses 
tho gift of forecasting political events. 
On Thursday he informed tho House in 
solemn tones that the Opposition cause 
was hopeless, and that never, never 
again would they bo allowed to deposit 
thoir anatomies on the treasury benches. 
This is a terrible prediction. It amounts 
to a political death-sentence, and if Mr. 
Williams had not been proven in tho 
past to be a "false prophet" it might 
well causo Mr. Smitiik and his loyal 
friends to quake in their brogans. But, 
fortunately for tho Opposition and tho 
country, none of Mr. Williams' pro- 
dictions have been fulfilled. Ho was 
tho raven of tho City Council for some 
years and whenever he warmed to the 
oratorical work ho croaked about tho 
speedy annihilation of his foes. Tho 
present Mayor (who was elected unani- 
mously) was once told by tho dis- 
tinguished soothsayer that ho would 
never again enjoy the confidence of his 
fellow-citizens; and wc find, by refer- 
ring to the files of papers just before 
the last Municipal election, that Mr. 
Williams exerted his clairvoyant pow- 
ers and prophecied the overthrow of 
the Municipal reformers at tho late 
election, which contest, however, ended 
disastrously for Mr. W. and his follow- 
ers. In July last Mr. W. addressed 
the people of Victoria and said that 
should they elect him within six 
months the Island Railway would 
either bo started or Canadian authority 
would be at an end in the Province. 
Nearly nine months have elapsed and 
there is neither island railway nor 
secession. We don't think that J. W. 
W. as a prophet is a success; but there 
aro minors afloat that he has turned 
his support of the present Government 
into a prophet-able affair, and that ord- 
ers have been received by tho Police 
and the Houso Committees to hire only 
Williams' carriages- — no other man's 
vehicles combining perfect safety with 
efficient service ! As tho Independence 
of Parliament Act provides that no 
member can perform any service for 
the Government to which is attached a 
money payment, it is feared that the 
junior member's seat is by law forfeit- 
ed, and that an election to fill the vac- 
ancy must soon be ordered. 



THE PUBLIC 'ACCOUNTS. 



The annual statement of tho Cana- 
dian Public Accounts for the fiscal'year 
1877-7S has been laid on the tablo of 
the House at Ottawa. It contains, as 
usual, a vast amount of information 
respecting tho finances of the countr}'. 
The total funded and unfunded debt 
on the 1st of July, 1877, was $149,- 
397,109.66, and on the 1st July, 1S78, 
$149,587,912.93. Miscellaneous, 1877, 
$21,227,462.39; 1878, $20,810,113.95. 
Banking account, 1877, $4,051,202.92; 
1878,$4,553,242.08. Total liabilities 
ofCanada, 1877,$174,675,834.97; 1878, 
$174,957,268.90. Assets: Investments, 

1877, $14,174,389.51; 1878, $11,951.- 
906.29. Miscellaneous, 1877, $13,- 
750,437.05; 1878, $13,009,472.84. 
Bankingaccounts,1877,$13,509,698.78; 

1878, $8,973,819.92. Total assets, 
1877, $41,440,525.94; 1878, $3-1,595,- 
199.05. This statement would show 
the total liabilities on the 1st of Jan- 
uary, 1878, to be $140,302,009.91, be- 
ing an increase in the twelve months 
of $7,126,760.88; and since 1867, of 
$04,633,428.54. The total interest on 
the debt for the year 1878 amounted 
to $7,100,033.17," the average rato be- 
ing 4.05. The interest on assets was 
$566,718.20, the average rato being 
1.63. Net interest, $6,533,314; aver- 
age, 4.65. The total capital expendi- 
ture on public works, railways, etc., in 

1876- 77 was $7,599,731.85, and in 

1877- 78, $6,657,200.30. Total expen- 
diture on capital account since 1867, 
$74,708,596.28. Some interesting fig- 
ures are given with reference to the 
Postoffice Savings' Bank business. Sinco 
1868 the number of offices have in- 
creased from 81 to 295, and the total 
amount of deposits received in a yew.' 
has increased from $927,186 in 1868-9 
to $1,724,371 in 1877-78. The total 
amount standing to the credit of all 
open accounts at the close of the fiscal 
year 1873-4, was $3,204,905.45; at the 
close of 1874-5, $2,926,090.48; 1875-6, 
$2,740,852.59; 1876-7, $2,639,937.47, 
and 1877-78, $2,754,484.03. The busi- 
ness of 1878 as compared with that of 
1877 shows an increaso of 3,971 depos- 
its, and an increase in the amount de- 
posited of $203,371. There were 540 
fewer withdrawals, and $12,424 less 
withdrawn in 1878 than in 1877. The 
number of depositors holding accounts 
increased by 1,461, and the balance 
duo to depositors increased by $114,- 
547.

Why ho suffers a dangerous culvert on 
Esquimalt road (which might any day 
causo the loss of tho precious lifo of 
Mr. Speaker Williams whose decisions 
aro so fair and impartial) to remain 
unreported at tho Lands and Works? 
Is it not time — since Mr. Helgesex 
take so little interest in his district — 
that his constituents held a meeting 
and entrusted their affairs to other 
hands? 

THE CLOVEN FOOT. 

Yesterday tho cat was lot out of the 
bag with reference to tho Government's 
position upon the Cassiar representa- 
tion question, and we havo no longer 
causo to wonder at tho courso pursued 
last session when they introduced their 
make-believe Constitution Amendment 
Bill. That they never intended it to 
come into operation thero can bo no 
doubt now. It was, like the Chinese 
Act, purposely framed to accomplish 
nothing, save pulling the wool over the 
eyes of dupes of tho Adiiams' stripe 
who were verdant enough to believe in 
their sincerity. Why should Cassiar 
have a representative? Ask the Gov- 
ernment, through their mouthpiece for 
tho occasion, the Minister of .Finance. 
It has only its one interest, says Mr. 
Beavex, that of mining, and is not tho 
mining interest well and sufficiently 
represented in the House by the two 
members for Cariboo and the two astute 
gentlemen from ICootenay? "What 
better representation do tho people of 
Cassiar want than that !" If they only 
knew when they wero well off they 
would never ask for representatives. 
"Why, sir," said Mr. Walkem's 
Finance Minister, "I will vouch for it 
that Cassiar gels moro justice than it 
would if it had ton members on the 
floor of the House." Verily, we think 
the peoplo of Cassiar will demur to that 
proposition. But it explains clearly 
why no representative was given to 
them by Mr. Walkem in 1875' and 
why it was intended to let the next 
general election pass without altering 
the situation.

THIXtD PROVINCIAL ASSEMBLY. 

Second Session. 

Friday, March 7th, 1879. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2. p.m. 

REPORTS. 

Hon. Mr. Beuven presentod tho second 
report of tho committee on municipal 
matters, regretting that they wero unable 
to prepare a bill for this session, but re- 
commending that ono bo prepared for 
noxt sossion, and recommending certain 
clauses to bo placed therein. 

Report ordered to bo printed. 

KOOTENAY SCANDAL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom presented tho evi- 
dence, otc, taken before tho Royal Com- 
missioners. 

TIMBER LEASES. 

Mr. Helgeson moved for a return of all 
monies received during tho yoar 1878, 
from leases of timber lands in this Prov- 
ince; giving tho namosof said lossoos; tho 
number of acres held by each respective- 
ly; whore such lands aro located, and 
when said leases will oxpiro. Adopted. 

CJAOLS AND LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

Mr. McGillivray moved for all papers 
and correspondence relating to tenders 
for tho supplies to gaols and tho lunatic 
nsylum since January 1st, 1878, to date. 

In moving this he said his object was 
that'tho House might know what systom 
was in force, for largo sums of money 
were at present expended and tho House 
could not seo how they wero distributed. 

Tho resolution was adoped. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem laid boforo tho 
Houao a statement of the expense per diem 
in Victoria gaol. 

CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT ACT. 

Mr. Abrams in moving tho Bocond 
roading of this bill, said ho did so to mako 
provision for Nanaimo and Cassiar repre- 
sentation in caso of a dissolution. Tho 
first section provides for Oassiar, tho sec- 
ond tor Nanaimo. 

Mr. Smithe said that after the action 
the Government had taken on the hon. 
member for Yale's Constitution Amend- 
ment Bill ho was much astonished at their 
allowing a private member, though of 
their own party, to bring in so important 
a measure as this. It was true that the 
introducer of the bill had been deceived 
by tho last act, and ho had little doubt 
that other members like him had voted 
on it without noticing its defects. Ono 
hon. gentleman, the junior member for 
Esquimalt, had risen with spectaclos on 
his nose (laughter) and asked that tho bill 
be oxplained, but tho Attorney-General 
had, in reply, only bent over hia dosk and 
said "Oh, let it go," and thus it went. 
As far as Cowichan was concerned in the 
act ho know at tho timo they wero pro- 
tected by it, for neither he nor his col- 
league had any intention of resigning and 
he thought they would also livo long 
enough to make tho bill inopera- 
tive. This proposition of the Government 
to meet tho requirements of Nanaimo and 
Oassiar bo considered most unfair, as he 
had clearly shown them last session that' 
Cowichan had a larger population, a great- 
er number of votors, and was of greater 
importance with respect to its lumber, fish- 
ery; coal and agriculture than Esquimalt, 
beaides which the outlook of that district 
was far better than that of Esquimalt. It 
was therefore manifestly unfair to deprive 
Cowichan, with its brilliant future, of a 
member to allow Esquimalt, with but 
little hope of a future, to retain two mem- 
bers. In the voters' list of last year Cow- 
ichan has 205 voteis, and it is now pro- 
pose to give them ono member only, and 
allow Esquimalt, with its 159 votors, to 
retain two members. That was what 
tlioy termed justice. If it could bo shown 
that Esquimalt would advance in the fu- 
ture, well and good; but unfortunately 
ho saw but little chance of it; whereas tho 
manifold interests of Cowichan prove to a 
certainty that it will advance rapidly in 
importance, its resources being so great. 
Esquimalt, on the other hand, is mere- 
ly a suburb of Victoria, and would, he 
felt certain, be swallowod up by Victoria. 
Tho voters who reside in the district re- 
sido mostly in Esquimalt and their inter- 
ests aro nearly all centered in Victoria. 
Such being the case he thought they 
might bo represented by that district, 
namely Victoria. Cowichan would have ad- 
vanced more rapidly but for the railway 
reservation, which did net affect Esqui- 
malt so vitally in that the land there was 
principally held by private parties. Tho 
only argumont in favor of Esquimalt was 
that the district paid more real estato 
taxes than his district, but that was easily 
explained by the fact of their real estate 
being benefitted by its proximity to Vic- 
toria and consequently enhanced in value; 
but the real estate tax as mentioned only 
referred to one-half of Cowichan, (hear, 
hoar), and tho member for Victoria City, 
who never tiros of referring to Cowichan 
in injurious terms, knew this. 

Mr. Wilson rose hastily and said the 
hen. gentleman was quite wrong. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that the hon. gentle- 
man (Mr. Wilson) out of order. 

Mr. Wilson again tried to interrupt; but 
was cried to order. 

Mr. Smithe then proceeded to quote 
from tho returns presented by the present 
Finance Minister in substantiation of 
what ho had said as to the real estato tax 
being for ono half of Cowichan, the islands 
being loft out; besides which the real 
estato of Cowichan is more likely to ad- 
vance in value than Esquimalt, and in tho 
future, on account of its largo extent and 
tho fertility of its soil it would far out- 
strip Esquimalt even in thatitoin. Prop- 
erty in Esquimalt was increasing in value, 
twelve or fourteon years ago town lots 
brought more money than they would 
bring to-day. It was not so with Cow- 
ichan. Property had no ficticious value 
there based on its proximity to a city like 
Victoria, but the developemont of the in- 
ternal resources of tho district wore stead- 
ily enhanoing its importance, and mak- 
ing its claims to bo considered the best 
and largest agricultural district on Van- 
couver Island more undeniably ap- 
parent every day. If the Gov- 
ernment had any other idea 
than that of punishing a district for 
sending two Opposition members to tho 



House, they would not now deprive 
Cowichan of one of those representatives. 
He thought it would bo unwise to oppose 
the socond roading of tho bill, but amend- 
ments would bo introduced in committeo 
to attempt to remedy tho existing evils. 
Cassiar was most undoubtedly entitled to 
a representative and he considered that 
district had been badly treated in 1874, 
when on a motion introduced by the mem- 
ber for Nanaimo (Mr. J. Robson) the 
leader of tho Government had given a dis- 
tinct pledge to tho Houso to introduco a 
bill tho following session to amond the 
Constitution Act to tho requirements of 
tho country, b»t ho had novor done so 
and Cassiar and Nanaimo woro left to 
tako caro of thomsolvos. This moasuro 
he considered was acting on tho principlo 
that if a district is opposod to a Govern- 
ment tako away a member and give it to a 
friendly constituency, so that tho Govern- 
ment may increase their powor. Tho 
Government would not take a member 
from Esquimalt bocause it returns two 
supporters, whereas if thoy wero to act 
with justice thoy would do so. (Hoar, 
hoar.) Ho then proceeded to compare 
Now Westminster, with two mombors and 
GOO votors, to Esquimau's two mombors 
and 159 votors, showing that Now West- 
minster, with its rovenuo of §3G,000 and 
G'JO votors, should certainly bo entitled 
to another roprosontativo; but no! that 
district, with §34,000 excess of revenue 
ovor Esquimalt, was denied simplo justice. 
Now Westminster, ho contended, was ono 
of the most important districts in tho 
Provinco and still increasing its value. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Wilson again tried to interrupt, 
but was mado to tako his seat. 

Mr. Smithe said hon. gontlemon on tho 
other sido of tho Houso did not liko to 
hear tho truth. (Hoar, hoar). Tho ques- 
tion boforo tho Houso was the amendment 
of tho Constitution Act and in dealing 
with that ho had a perfect right to speak 
of tho scvoral constituencies. Now West- 
minster demanded as a right that it 
should have additional representation for 
it has a larger area, revenue and voters 
list than Esquimalt. Because thoy were 
Island members thoy wero not superior to 
mainland members, as some hon. gentle- 
man seemed to think; that was liko tho 
old school-boy idea of ono Englishman 
being ablo to thrash three Frenchman. Es- 
quimalt has one voter to every five at 
New Wostminstor. Tho Government he 
thought should not remedy ono ovil and 
leavo another standing, but rather act 
with fairness and justico aliko. It was 
useless to attempt to defeat tho second 
reading of tho bill as it was certain hon. 
gentlemen on the other sido would carry 
any moasuro thoy chose, however unjust 
it might be. (Hear, hear). 

Mr. Holgoson spoke in favor of Esqui- 
malt having two members and contended 
that that district paid ovor three times 
the revenue of Cowichan. Tho school 
tax in Esquimalt amounted to §UG7, 
whereas in Cowichan they only contribute 
§453. Ho had never heard of anything 
coming from Cowichan, Esquimalt had the 
best harbor on the coast, and look at tho 
benefit it had clone for tho country, it had 
been tho feeder of tho country and had it 
not been for this Cowichan would havo 
been dead. There was really no com- 
parison between Cowichan and Esqui- 
malt. He also drew attention to tho 
largo amouut of money exponded by H. 
M. ships when in Esquimalt. Again, rail- 
way construction would be commenced 
this summer in Esquimalt and Yale dis- 
trict would never get a railway. 

Mr. Vernon roso to a'point of order as 
tho hon. gentleman was discussing Esqui- 
malt harbor and not tho constitutional 
bill. (Hear, hear). 

Mr. Helgosen, after reading a long 
dissertation on Esquimalt harbor, said ho 
would not oppose tho second roading of 
tho bill. 

Mr. Gallagher said ho thought tho bill 
was splondid. 

Mr. Evans said as tho votors' list had 
been referred to ho noticed that in aomo 
cases a small constituency had a very 
valuablo member to roprosent them: ho 
had noticod this in England and would ro- 
mark that the member for Yale had first 
been returned from a district with 17 
voters. If tho representation wero to go 
by the revenue returned his district with 
three . members contributed §98,189 
against Cowichan's two members and 
a twentieth part of tho revenue. 
He was glad to observe that Nanaimo and 
Cassiar wero each to get a member. The 
lato Government had had an opportunity 
of carrying out this, but had failed to do 
so; though thoy brought in a bill it had 
never passed its second reading. When 
in 1874 the motion was first introduced to 
give Cassiar a member it was not then 
known whether that district was worth a 
member, as it was not known whether 
the mines would pay or not. Ho hoped 
tho bill would pass as it stood. 

Mr. Williams said he could not bear to 
hear a district run down which had kept 
Cowichan alive. Esquimalt had, as it 
wero, kept tho country alive, and half tho 
beef raised in the country was sent to Es- 
quimalt. He had seen moro §20 pieces 
taken out of Esquimalt than Cowichan, 
Yale or New Westminster put together 
with all its fisheries. No one should say 
a word against Esquimalt. 

Mr Vernon was surprised at tho few 
and unimportant remarks tho member for 
Nanaimo mado in introducing the bill. 
Esquimalt harbor was a good ono and a 
great many war ships and other vessels 
anchor there, but was that any reason why 
Esquimalt should havo two members ( 
The wealth and population of Cowichan 
are increasing and theso facts are not 
good evidence in support of tho proposal 
to take a member from that prosperous 
district. What must bo thought of the 
legal adviser who had permitted the intro- 
duction of this bill / It is, liko tho Chin- 
ese Bill, a piece of political humbug. Tho 
lumber, fisheries and tho magnificent 
fields of grain show clearly that New 
Westminster is one of the finest districts 
in the Province, and entitled to have at 
least another member. Tho Government 
should bring in a bill to add two members 
to the number we have at present. 

Mr. Walkem — This is a simple ques- 
tion. Tho hon. gentleman haB wasted 
some timo in making comparisons. The 
bill has been introduced in very temper- 
ate language. 

Mr. McGillivray thought it would be 
better to delay tho introduction of this 
question until the session that preceded 
the general election. Ho was sure New 
Westminster was entitled to havo another 
member. Tho arguments in favor of this 
bill aro vory weak and the arguments 
against it very strong. New Westminster 
district is growing rapidly and there iB 
room for its growth. 

Mr. Wilson thought it was necessary to 
say that the officers of Her Majesty's 
floet had pronounced Esquimalt harbor to 
be tho best on the coast and that fact 
ought- to ontitlo Esquimalt to considera- 
tion. Ho did not think it necessary to 
go into tho principlo of this bill; indeed, 
there was no principlo in it. With refer- 
ence to the representation of Cassiar he 
thought that every facility should be 
afforded to the people of that locality to 
regut«r thei? votes. Tho district is very 



large. It included Ominec<». In a few 
years there would be a larger agricultural 
population in Cassiar district than in any 
other, and ho thought a niembor should 
be taken from Yale. 

Mr. Beaven — The representation of tho 
Provinco is based on its various interests. 
So many represont tho minors, so many 
the merchants, and so many tho agricul- 
tural interests. Ho contended that the 
representatives from Kootenay and Cari- 
boo represented Cassiar and bolioved that 
tho miners there would get moro justice 
without a representative than if it had 
ten in this Houso. 

Mr. Pimbury said that instead of speak- 
ing on tho subject before tho Houso tho 
hon. gontloman has given us his opinions 
on. tho subject of general representation. 
Tho arguments produced by tho support- 
ers of tho Government appeared to him 
vory weak. Tho rovenuo supplied by Es- 
quimalt is derived from an interest not 
ropresonted at all— the shipping interest; 
and should not bo takon into considera- 
tion in deciding tho question of represen- 
tation. Cowichan was an important agri- 
cultural district and would in tho near fu- 
ture bo rich and prosperous. Tho pro- 
posal to tako away ono of its representa- 
tives was unjust. 

Mr. Mara could not pormit tho state- 
ments of tho leader of tho Government to 
pass unchallenged. No moinbor on this 
sido of tho Houso has tried to undorvaluo 
tho importance of any district whilo ho 
tried to raise his own in public estimation. 
Tho hon. moiuber for Victoria city (Mr. 
Wilson) did all ho could to mako Cowich- 
an look small, and his speech on that 
question if published would bo injurious 
to tho Provinco. Tho bill introduced by 
his hon. friend, Mr. Vernon, should havo 
boon considered on its merits; but it was 
killed on a point of order, and it contain- 
ed clauses vory much superior to anything 
wo find in this bill. Ho proposed to give 
Nanaimo another member. As it is not 
the intention of tho Government to roduco 
the number of members Cowichan should 
have two. It is impossible to present any 
ovidonco to show that tho proposal to tako 
a member from Cowichan was a just ono. 
Cassiar was surely entitled to a member 
and it was not to bo supposed that that 
important district could bo represented 
by tho mombors for Kootenay or Cari- 
boo — as Mr. Boavan suggested. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — This bill sim- 
ply means to add a few words to an ex- 
isting act. Thoro is nothing inconsistent 
in our proceeding. Wo aro doing now 
what we triod to do in opposition. He 
did not think it was necessary to increase 
tho number of representatives in this 
Houao. He would not say that Cassiar 
was or was not entitled to a representa- 
tive; but Nanaimo was ontitled to ono. 
Whon this bill passes Cowichan will loso 
a member and Kootonay another, with 
tho consent of her representatives. Tho 
fewer members wo got into tho Houso tho 
bettor. Ho would not wish to soe tho 
hon. Mr. Smitho dofeated bocause his ex- 
perience was vory useful to tho Houso. 

Mr. Gallagher (looking oxoitod) roso to 
a question of privilege. Ho was astonish- 
ished to hoar the Provincial Secretary 
say that tho inombers for Kootonay wore 
willing to loso ono of themsolvos. He 
was not at all satisfied to havo a membor 
taken from Kootenay, and ho did not 
think ho would consent to such a change. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl — There is no doubt Cas- 
siar is ontitled to representation, and Na- 
naimo two. Ho did not think Cowichan 
would bo injured by the los3 of ono of hor 
representatives. 

Tho bill was then committed, Mr. 
Evans in tho chair. 

Tho first clause having been read, Mr. 
Vernon movod in amendment a clause 
which provided for the representation of 
Cassiar in tho ovont of a vacancy occurr- 
ing in tho Kootonay representation, and 
for tho disonfranchiseinent of Kootonay 
in caso of dissolution, and an additional 
moinbor for Now Westminster and ono 
for Cassiar. 

Mr. Vernon — Tho Provincial Secretary 
got up to address tho Houso, and could 
not sit down without making an allusion 

to mo; but he is so woll known (Cries 

of ordor! order!) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — The hon. mem- 
ber is not in order. He cannot now re- 
fer to a speech made boforo you took tho 
the chair. 

Mr. Smitho contended that Mr. Vernon 
was in order. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — Tho hon. gentle- 
man makes it a rule to attack tho Chair- 
man. (Mr. Smitho— No.) Mr. Walkem— 
Mr. Chairman, I ask you to call him to 
order. 

Mr. Smitho — Tho leader of the Govern- 
ment must remember that ho once got 
into a most disreputable squabble with 
Mr. Speaker Trimble. Ho (Mr. S.) was 
resolved to seo tho rules of debate attend- 
ed to. Tho Attorney-General thought he 
could do as ho pleased with a servile ma- 
jority at his back. 

Mr. Evans — I call you to order, sir. 

Mr. Smithe — The question is a point of 
order and I havo a right to be heard. 

Mr. Evans — I'll put a stop to this on 
both sides. 

Mr. Smithe— My hon. friend was inter- 
rupted in a most unwarrantable manner. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— Call him to order, 
sir. 

Mr. Evans— I call you to order, sir. 

Mr. Smithe— The rules of debato must 
bo observed. The Opposition is not very 
strong, but it will not consent to be bul- 
lied. 

Mr. Evans — You are. not in order, sir. 

Mr. Smithe — When a gentleman rises 
to address tho Houso ho should not be 
interrupted. 

Mr. Vernon did not intend to allow 
this bill to pass without protesting against 
it and against the foul languago used by 
the Provincial Secretary. 

Mr. Evans — I'll stop this. 

Mr. Vernon wished tho Chairman 
would put an end to the vulgar languago 
used by the hon. gentleman, but he had 
not the power. 

Mr. Evans— I told you I'll put a stop 
to all this. 

Mr. Vernon — The hon. gentleman 
thinks he is clever when he finds fault 
with bunch grass and insults farmers. 

Mr. Evans— Now I must call you to 
order; you cannot run after one another 
in that sort of way. 

Mr. Vornon — All tho nonsense talked 
by tho hon. gentaeman with reference to 
"Who's tho people " is ridiculous. They 
sent mo here to represent thorn and I 
shall do so as well as I possibly can. 
Kootonay ought to be disfranchised: and 
when I say so I give oxpreBsion to tho 
public opinion of the Province. Ho hoped 
the good sense of tho. House would en- 
able the representatives to see that his 
amendment was just. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Haw! 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — Tho amendment 
is not in ordor. 

Mr. Smithe insisted that it was in or- 
dor. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem was not surprised to 
see an hon. member dissatisfied when a 
proposal was made to tako a membor 
from the district ho represented. Wo 
should consider this question calmly. Tho 
general opinion' is that this Province is 
over-represented. Wo want no radical 



change in this House and wo will not con- 
sent to make it. 

Mr. Harris — Tho feeling in his district 
wus dissatisfaction with tho present re- 
presentation. It was a largo and prosper- 
ous agricultural community and was en- 
titled to another member. He thought 
the introduction of the bill just now was pre- 
mature and that it would be bettor to ad- 
journ legislation on tho subject until the 
session that preceded dissolution. 

Mr. Galbraith said that last yoar Koot- 
enay paid §375 school tax and if thero 
wero only 15 voters thoro ho thought they 
were ovor-taxed and should havo a rep 
resentativo. 

Mr. Abrams said it canio with bad 
graco for tho member for Cowichan to re- 
for to tho Constitution Act at all. Ho 
(Mr. A.) had repeatedly said that Cowich 
an was ovor-ropresented. 

Mr. Smitho said the question at present 
under discussion was Kootenay, and ho 
hoped tho chairman would keep him to 
tho question. 

Tho chairman said tho hon. member 
for Yale had taken a broad view of the 
question. 

Mr. Abrams then began to refer to tho 
hon. junior member for Cowichan who 
had vacated his district and was residing 
in Nanaimo. 

Tho chairman said that tho hon. gentle 
man would do well to keop to tho quostion 
then under discussion. 

Mr. Smitho said he thought ovoryono 
should. recognize tho claims of New West- 
minster to another representative, for at 
present if Esquimalt woro taken as a basis 
Now Westminster has 531 voters unrep- 
resented on tho door of tho Houao and it 
is tho duty of tho New Westminster rep 
resontatives to stand up and claim thoir 
rights. Not ono of tho Government had 
at tho last election pointed at Cowichan as 
a district to bo disfranchised. 

Tho hon. gontloman was here contin- 
ually interrupted by members of tho Gov- 
ernment and others. Order having been 
onco more restored Mr. Smitho ffloved 
that tho committee rise and roport. 
Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom moved that the 
Houso adjourn till 2 p.m. on Monday. 

Mr. Smitho said ho would move in 
amendment that tho Houso adjourn till 
11 a.m. on Monday, as ho thought it was 
timo some business was done. Ho re- 
minded the leader of the Government 
that tho business of tho country would bo 
bottor carried on if instead of unseomly 
interruptions ho woro to bring in a good 
sound moasuro for tho House to deal 
with. (Hear, hear). 

Tho amendment was then put and lost. 

GRAVING DOCK. 

Mr. Vernon again asked the chiof com- 
missioner if tho graving dock correspon- 
donco was ready. 

Hon. Mr Walkem said ho was sorry to 
say it was not. 

Mr. Helgosen rose to support Mr. Ver- 
non's question, when he was cried down 
by the Government members, it boing 
close on G o'clock. 

The Houso thon adjourned till 2 p.m. 
on Monday.

This was an appeal by Capt. Mclntyro, 
master of the bark Revere, against a con- 
viction against him for depositing ballast 
in Departuro Bay contrary to harbor reg- 
ulations, and under which ho was fined 
§G0 and costs by Mayor Bate and Messrs. 
Planta and Pawson, J. P.'b, on the 29th 
of January. 

Mr. Theodoro Davie appeared for the 
appellant, and Mr. Eborts for the respon- 
dent. 

The Court hold that the neglect of tho 
authorities to provide Capt. Mclntyro 
with a copy of tho harbor regulations, as 
provided by Section G of tho Harbor Act 
of 1874, was fatal to the conviction. 

The conviction was theroforo quashed.

Pacific Rail-way Tondors. 

On tho 13th of February tenders should 
havo been sont in to tho Pacific Railway 
Dopartment'for 'the construction of the 
British Columbia sections of tho Canada 
Pacific Railway, but on that dato it is be- 
lieved that not one tender was received. 
It is now understood that tho Govern- 
ment have indefinitely postponed tho timo 
for receiving tenders for tho construction 
of this work, and the decision is not re- 
ceived with much satisfaction by any of 
tho Pacific Province representatives, fav- 
oring eithor of tho routes.
